Patterson was 
knocked down twice by Bonfils, and 
his face is badly disfigured. The Post 
editor does not bear a scratch. In 
point of age he is thirty-five years the 
Junior of Patterson. 

ON THEIR MUSCLE. 

A crowd gathered. and friends of cach 
belligerent who happened to be among 
the spectators separated them, other- 
wise there would have been coneidera- 
ble more bloodshed, as witnesses say 
neither editor was ready to quit. 

Bonfils and Patterson met as they 
were walking downtown on the wey to 
business. Bonfile, who was about to 
take a short cut across a lot, overtook 
Patterson and assaulted him.

It recited over again the 
alleged criminal record of Bonfile in 
Kansas City, referred to his various al- 
leged aliases and printed Bonfils’s pic- 
tures, with the features much distorted. 

“The News will see to it that this 
man Bonfils is either sent to the peni- 
tentiary, where he belongs, or run out 
of the city,” was the wind-up of the 
story. Bonfils has been wild with rage 
ever since that threat was printed. 

Patterson's story is that he was sur- 
prised by Bonfils, and that he was as- 
saulted before he had a chance to de- 
fend himself. He also says he was 
kicked by Bonfils while he was lying 


on the ground.

The order putting Dr. Stokes in 
command of the hospital ship Relief 
is now in the Navy Department and 
it will be made public within a few 
days. Secretary Metcalf was asked to- 
day who would navigate the vessel, as 
Dr. Stokes is not a seaman. Secretary 
Metcalf said that if the ship were put 
in charge of a merchant crew a mer- 
chant marine officer would have charge 
of the navigation, while Dr. Stokes 
would really command the ship.

FACTIONAL FIGHT 
IS NOW RENEWED. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Not since 
the day preceding the passage of the 
personne! law, ten years ago. has the 
feeling between line and staff of the 
navy been so acute as it is today as 
the result of a Tefusal of Admiraf 
Brownson to tranamit orders from his 
superior officer, the President of the 
United States, assigning a naval sur- 
geon to command vessels in the navy. 

In the case of the personnel act, it 
was Mr. Roosevelt, then Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, who acted the 
part of pacificator and succeeded in 
bringing the two waring factions to- 
gether in spite of the legislation which, 
for a decade past, though a make- 
shift, bas served to maintain peace 
between the two factions in the navy. 

In the present instance, however, the 
efforts of the President to reconcile 
the surgeons and the line officers has 
failed, and it is probable that the 
whole controversy will be threshed out 
on Na merits in Congress. 

This is much deprecated by conserv- 
ative officers in both line and staff. as 
likely to prove prejudicial to the 
navy's interest as a whole, for they be- 
lieve that in order to succeed in . 


Senator Hale, at the head ot the 
Naval Affaire Committee of the Sen- 
ate, will introduce a resolution when 
Congress reassembies for an investi- 
gation of the reason for putting a phy- 
clan in charge of a ship of the 
United States navy.

Just as soon as he could find 
some one with money to go up against 
a bunch of Cripple Creek millionaires 
who would bet any amount on McCor- 
mick, the better man of the two.

“I talked it over with Gibson, who 
sald he had little money, but assured 
me that it was all right and as 1 was 
2 my way to dt. Louis, Gibson said 

„ would go along. We went to Den- 
ver. and he introduced me to Max- 
well, but Maxwell teig me that he 
could say and do nothing until he saw 
my money. So after stopping in Den- 
ver a few days we went on to St. 
Louis, where I sold my property for 
$23,000. When we reached Denver 
again, I produced my draft, and Max- 
well loosened up when I ordered the 
money sent to Denver. and he told me 
that he was going to bet a big amount 
which he wished me to handle for him. 
He was to be referee and stakeholder 
for the fight. 

“Next day I was introduced to the 
men backing McCormick. They were 
Pomeroy and Barnes. I saw no others. 
The betting lasted three days, and 
was carried on in the two adjoining 
rooms occupied by Gibson and myself 
at the Hotel Elk. Maxwell sat at a 
table in my room, and the rest of us 
sat in the other room. On the aly, 
Maxwell gave me $5000 the fret day. 
which I placed for him, betting none 
of my own money. But he and Gibson 
kept * me to make money for 
myself on the sure thing. so the next 
day I bet $3000 of my own money on 
Casey, and the third day $11,000 more. 
HOW IT WORKED. 


“About $60,000 even money was put 
up in all, and the evening of the third 
day the fight was pulled off in a va- 
cant house somewhere in Denver, I 
don't know where. Only Gibson, my- 
self. Maxwell, the fighters, and the two 
backers of McCormick were present, 
which I thought strange. In the first 
two rounds the men were even, in the 
second round Casey had the better, 
and I felt good, but in the third round 
Casey went down in a hole* in the 
floor and hurt himeelf, and the others 
said they had won. We claimed a 
foul, and they finally agreed to let 
Maxwell keep all the money in a safe- 
deposit vault, of which they took cne 
key while he had the other, until we 
should put up $10,000 more to have the 
fight resumed three weeks later. That 
same night Gibson and I left for Los 
Angeles, and I felt pretty sore. Gib- 
son sal he had bet about $2500, all he 
had, and he sympathized with me. 

“When we reac Angeles, he 
sold his interest in our hotel to me for 
$1900, and said he raised enough more 
money to send on $7500 to Maxwell at 
Denver. But in a few days we got a 
wire from Casey saying Mexwell had 
skipped with all the money. a 
few days later we got a wire from 
Maxwell saying Barnes had the money 
and was coming south, so we must lay 
low.

His 
brother, F. J. Quirin, a Sacramento 
druggist, offered a reward of $208 for 
information of the missing man, dead 
or alive, but until yesterday absolutely 
no trace had been found. 

On the afternoon of November 2, 
Quirin arranged to leave for Los An- 
geles for a conference with J. J. Os- 
born at the office of the company in 
Los Angeles. When another member 
of the company called on him that 
afternoon to take him to Victorville 
in a rig, Quirin expressed a desire to 
remain over Until the following day. 

Next morning a conveyance was sent 
out from Victorville to the cabin for 
the purpose of taking the manager to 
the trata, but when the driver reached 
the little hut Quirin was gone. His 
money and other valuableg were found 
scattered about the floor of the cabin, 
and there was every indication that the | 
man had been seized with insanity.
